TOWN WARRANT. 
COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
Worcester Ss: 
To either Constable of the Town of Hopedale, in said county, 
Greeting : 


In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are here- 
by required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said own, 
qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall, 
on Monday, the Third day of March next, punctually at 9 o’clock 
in the forenoon (the polls may be closed at 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon on said day of meeting), to act upon the following articles, 
namely. 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing, the following officers to be voted for: Town Clerk, 
Treasurer, Collector, Auditor, Selectmen, one Road Commission- 
er for three years, Overseers of Poor, Board of Health, Fence 
Viewers, one Assessor to serve three years, and one for one year 
to fill vacancy, one member of the School Committee to serve for 
three years, and one for two years to fill vacancy, five Constables, 
one Trustee of Public Library to serve three years, one Park Com- 
missioner to serve three years, one Tree Warden to serve for one 
year; and a Surveyor of Lumber for one year; also to bring in 
their ballots, ‘‘Yes’’ or “‘No” in answer to the question: ‘Shall 
licenses be granted in this town for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors ?”’ 
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Article 3. To hear and act upon the report of the Selectmen, 
Overseers. of the Poor, School Committee, Engineers of the. Fire 
Department, and any other officers and committees of said Town. 

Article 4. To raise such sum or sums of money as may be 


deemed necessary to defray town charges for the year ensuing, and 
appropriate the same. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will authorize the Treasurer 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes, the same to be paid from 
the tax of 1913. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer to borrow money for the purpose of providing funds 
to meet the necessary expenditures of the several departments of 
the Town during the period between the closing of the Town’s 
books on January Ist, 1914 and the end of the municipal year, 
or take any other action in relation thereto. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate all 
unexpended balances of the appropriations for the several de- 
partments remaining in the hands of the Treasurer upon the clos- 
ing of the Town’s books on January Ist, 1914, to the payment of 
any necessary expenditures of any or all of the several depart- 
ments during the period extending from January Ist, 1914, the 
time of the closing of said books, and the end of the municipal 
year, or take any action in relation thereto. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will appropriate sixty dollars 
toward defraying the expense of Memorial Day. 


Article 9. ‘To see what discount, if any, will be allowed on 
taxes paid on or before the first of September, or take any action 
in relation to the same. 


Article 10. To see what disposition the Town will make of 
money refunded from the county on account of dog tax. 


Article 11. To see what compensation the Town will allow 
the collector of taxes for his services. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against the 
Town.

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Article 13. To see if the Town will authorize the fire en- 
gineers to locate a hydrant for fire protection at or near the junc- 
tion of Daniels and Highland Streets, and raise and appropriate 
money therefor, or take any action in relation to such hydrant. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will authorize the fire en- 
gineers to locate and establish a hydrant at or near the corner of 
Depot and Water Streets, raise and appropriate money therefor, 
or take any action in relation thereto. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will appoint a committee to 
consider the matter of additional accommodations for the Town’s 
fire apparatus and make recommendation to the Town in relation 
thereto. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will authorize its board of 
selectmen to cause to be made a proper map of the Town, raise 
and appropriate money therefor, or take any other action thereto. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to repair Adin 
Street, raise and appropriate the sum of thirty-five hundred 
(3500) dollars therefor, and authorize the board of road com- 
missioners to contract in the name of the Town for any or all of 
the work connected therewith, or take any other action in rela- 
tion to the foregoing. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to repair Hope- 
dale Street, raise and appropriate the sum of twenty-seven hun- 
dred and fifty (2750) dollars therefor, and authorize the board of 
road commissioners to contract in the name of the Town for any 
or all of the work connected therewith, or take any other action 
in relation to the foregoing. 


Article 19. To see if the town will vote to repair Hope 
Street, raise and appropriate the sum of fifteen hundred (1500) 
dollars therefor, and authorize the board of road commissioners to 
contract in the name of the Town for any or all of the work con- 
nected therewith, or take any other action in relation to the fore- 
going. | 

Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to repair Daniels 
Street and construct sewers in Daniels Street and Highland Street, 
or either of them, and connect the same by a new connection with 
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the sewerage system of the Town of Milford; authorize the board 
of road commissioners to make any arrangement or contract with 
the Town of Milford for such connection, and to contract for any 
or all the work comprised in the foregoing ; raise and appropriate 
the sum of ten thousand (10,000) dollars therefor, or take any 
other action in relation to the aforesaid. 


And you are hereby directed to serve this Warrant by posting 
up attested copies thereof in at least four public places in said 
Town, seven days at least before the time set for said meeting.

Pursuant to Warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale, duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in town 
affairs met at Town Hall, and punctually at nine o’clock were 
called to order by the Clerk of said Town, who read the warrant, 
and under:

Article 5. Voted: ‘That the Town Treasurer, with the ap- 
proval of the selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the taxes of the muni- 
cipal year beginning March 3rd, 1913, to an amount not exceed- 
ing $40,000.00, and to issue a note or notes therefor payable with- 
in one year, any debt or debts incurred under this vote, to be paid 
from the taxes of said municipal year. 7 


Article 6. Voted: ‘That the Treasurer be and hereby is 
authorized to borrow money at such time and in such amounts as 
he shall deem necessary, not to exceed $10,000.00 in all, and to 
issue therefor the town’s negotiable notes payable at such time or 
times, not exceeding one year from the dates of the same, as he 
shall deem wise, and to bear interest at a rate not exceeding 6 
per cent. the proceeds of said note or notes to be used in defraying 
the necessary expenditures of the various departments of the town 
during the period from January ist, 1914, when the books of the 
town will be closed and the expiration of the municipal year. 


Voted: That all payments made by the Treasurer on ac- 
count of the several departments after January Ist, 1913, the 
time of the closing of the books of the town, (except as provided 
for by the application thereto of unexpended balances of appro- 
priation) be charged against the several appropriations for the 
respective departments made for the ensuing year. 


Article 7. Voted: That all unexpended balances of the 
several appropriations remaining in the hands of the Treasurer

upon the closing of the town’s books on January Ist, 1914, be 
and hereby are appropriated for the payment of the necessary 
expenditures of the town during the period from the closing of 
said books to the end of the municipal year.

Article 18. Voted: That the Town repair Hopedale 


Street, and that the sum of twenty seven hundred and fifty (2750) 
dollars be and hereby is raised and appropriated therefor, and 
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that the Road Commissioners be authorized to make such repairs 
or contract for any or all the same in the name and behalf of the 
town as they shall deem wise. 


Article 19. Voted: That the Town repair Hope Street, 
and that the sum of fifteen hundred (1500) dollars be and hereby 
is raised and appropriated therefor, and that the Road Commis- 
sioners be authorized to make such repairs or contract for any or 
all the same in the name and behalf of the Town as they shall 
deem wise. 


Article 20. Voted: ‘That the Town repair Daniels Street, 
and place sewers in Daniels and Highland Streets, as the Board 
of Road Commissioners shall deem wise, and that the Board of 
Road Commissioners be and hereby is authorized to make such 
contract or arrangement for another and further connection with 
the sewerage system of the Town of Milford as it shall deem wise, 
and that it be authorized to make a contract or contracts in the 
name and behalf of the Town for any or all of the work comprised 
in the foregoing, and that the sum of ten thousand (10,000) 
dollars be and hereby is raised and appropriated for the purpose 
aforesaid. 


Voted: That the polls be closed at one o’clock in the after- 
noon.

Pursuant to Warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale, duly qualified by law to vote in town affairs, met at 
Town Hall, and punctually at 7.30 o’clock in the afternoon, were 
called to order by the Clerk of said town, who read the Warrant 
and under 


Article 1. Mr. F. J. Dutcher was chosen Moderator with 
the use of the check list. 


Article 2. After remarks at length by Mr. Eben S. Draper, 
he made this motion which was dully seconded. I move that the 
following be and hereby are made and established as by-laws for 
the Town of Hopedale, and that the penalties recited be and here- 
by are affixed as penalties for breaches thereof, said by-laws to be 
in addition to the present by-laws of the town, that they may be 
known as Article 10 thereof and otherwise designated as follows: 


Article 10. Regulations as to Streets, Sidewalks, Public 
Places and Parks. | 


Section 1. The Board of Road Commissioners or other 
Board of Officers or officer having the powers of road commis- 
sioners may at any time temporarily close any street or way with- - 
in said town, if, in the opinion of said board or officer, public 
necessity, convenience or safety so requires. 
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Section 2. No person shall form or conduct any parade in 
any street, sidewalk or public way within the town of Hopedale, 
or form or conduct for the purpose of display or demonstration 
any procession or assembly of people within any said street, side- 
walk or way, without a written permit of the board of select- 
men, and no person shall take part in any such parade, proces- 
sion or assembly that is not authorized by such permit. 


Section 3. No person shall give any public address, speech 
or harangue in any street or public square within the town of 
Hopedale, without a written permit signed by the selectmen, or 
within any public park in said town without a written permit 
signed by the Park Commissioners.

Section 5. No person shall post, affix, or in any way attach 
any poster, hand bill, notice, advertisement or placard. or paint, 
draw or stamp any letter, notice, figure or advertisement upon, or 
otherwise deface any wall, fence, tree, post, building or structure 
not his own, within the Town of Hopedale, except with the con- 
sent of the owner thereof. 


Section 6. No person shall distribute papers, circulars or 
advertisements through the town in such manner as to create 
a disturbance or litter. 


Section 7. No street band shall play nor any musical in- 
struments be played by any one in the public streets, sidewalks 
or ways of said town without the written permission of the Chief 
of Police. 

Section 8. No person shall display any banner or placard, 
except the flag of the United States or the Commonwealth, in the 
streets, sidewalks or public ways of said town without a written 
permit of the Chief of Police. 


Section 9. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the 
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foregoing sections of this Article shall forfeit and pay for each 
violation a fine not exceeding twenty dollars.

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Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the 
above lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered report 
them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be corrected, 
as it is of importance that the records of Vital Statistics should 
be complete. Herewith are extracts from the Revised Laws of 
Massachusetts, Vol. 1, Chap. 29, as amended by Chap. 280, Acts 
1912, 


SECTION 1. Physicians and midwives shall, within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which they 
were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the 
city or town in which the birth occurred a notice stating the date 
and place of the birth, giving the street number, if any, the number 
of the ward in a city and the family name. Failure to mail or 
deliver the said notice shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars for each offence. The notice required by this 
section need not be given if the notice required by the following 
section is given within forty-eight hours after the birth occurs. 


SECTION 2. Physicians and midwives shall make and keep a 


record of the birth of every child in cases of which they were 


in charge and shall, within fifteen days after the birth, mail or 
deliver to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which 
the birth occurred a report of the birth, stating the date and place, 
the name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the names, 
ages, places of birth, occupations and residence of the parents, 
giving the street number, if there be any, and the number of the 
ward in a city, the maiden name of the mother, and whether or 
not the physician or midwife signing the birth return personally 
attended the birth. If the child is illegitimate, the name and 
other facts relating to the father shall not be stated except at the 
request in writing of both the father and mother filed with the 
return. ‘The record to be kept by the physician or midwife, as 
above provided, shall also contain the facts hereby required to be 
reported to the city or town clerk. The fee of the physician or 
midwife shall be twenty-five cents for every birth so reported, 
which shall be paid by the city or town where the report is made, 
upon presentation to the city or town treasurer of a certificate 
from the city or town clerk stating that the said birth has been 


Se 
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properly reported to him. The report required to be made by 
this section is in addition to the report required to be made by 
the preceding section, and as above provided, if made within 
forty-eight hours of the birth, the report required by the preceding 
section shall not be required. A physician or midwife who neglects 
to make and keep the record hereby required, or who neglects to 
report in the manner specified above, each birth within fifteen 
days thereafter, shall for each offence forfeit a sum not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars. The city or town clerk or registrar shall 
file daily with the local board of health a list of all births re- 
ported to him, giving the following facts; date of birth, sex, 
color, family name, residence, ward, physician or midwife. 


SECTION 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every householder, within forty days after the birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the city or town in which such child is born.

TEACHERS. 


Since my last report four teachers have resigned, two at 
the close of the school year, one during the summer vacation, 
and one since the opening of the current year. Mr. Tuttle ac- 
cepted a position in Vermont, a state which in his opinion was 
on the eve of a pronounced educational awakening. Mr. Arthur 
C. Johnson was secured to fil! the vacancy. Mr. Johnson’s

character, personality, scholarship, varied and abundant expe- 
rience, are too well and favorably known to need comment from 
me. It is sufficient to say that the return of Mr. Johnson and 
his family was most gratifying to all his old friends and acquain- 
tances. 

At the close of the school year Miss Varney resigned her 
position as teacher of drawing, a position which she had filled 
most acceptably for six years. On account of home ties and 
certain business opportunities it had been her intention for some 
time to retire from teaching, at least, temporarily. Miss S. Isa- 
belle Smith, the present instructor, had taught drawing three 
years in Yarmouth, Mass., and four years in Weymouth before 
coming to Hopedale. Miss Smith teaches two days per week in 
Hopedale, two days in Uxbridge, and one in Bellingham. 

During the summer vacation Miss Bridges was invited by 
the Norwood Civic Association to take charge of the new domestic 
science department which was being organized in connection 
with several other civic activities. Miss Bridges lives and teaches 
at the Association Headquarters, and the position is a very de- 
sirable one. Miss Florence Bennett was engaged to fill the va- 
cancy. While Miss Bennett was wholly without experience as a 
teacher, the work is moving smoothly. 

Not long after the opening of the school year, a fortunate 
combination of circumstances made it possible for Mr. Coe to 
pursue a course of study at Clark University. To a man of Mr. 
Coe’s scholarly instincts, the opportunity was too valuable to be 
lost. He will be remembered as an earnest, ambitious, and pro- 
gressive teacher—a man who loved his work and gave to it the 
best that was in him. It was hardly to be expected that a teacher 
could be found at that season of the year who could take up the 
work and carry it on with so little confusion and loss of time 
and effort as has Mrs. Harriet B. Woodward. 


LENGTH OF COURSE IN ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. 


The length of the elementary course varies in different sec- 
tions of the country. In the South it is generally seven years. 
Until recently it has been nine years in New England. An eight- 
year course prevails in nearly all the remaining portions of the 
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country, and is rapidly gaining ground in New England. On the 
other hand there is a strong movement in certain states in the di- 
rection of a six-year course in the elementary schools. The sub- 
ject is an important one, and is entitled to consideration in Hope- 
dale and especially at this time. | 

It is possible we ought to reduce the number of grades from 
nine to eight or otherwise rearrange the work below the high 
school, but for every change made there should be some adequate 
reason. Change merely for the sake of change is neither desirable 
nor justifiable. Various reasons have been given for shortening 
the elementary course. One of the most common is that much 
time is wasted during the ninth year in reviewing the work of 
the previous years and that many pupils simply mark time. If 
this is true the proper remedy would be to broaden the instruction 
rather than shorten the course. It is unthinkable that a pupil 
could waste time or mark time under the instruction of the ideal 
teacher as portrayed by Professor Palmer. Every year spent in 
a good school and under the influence of a real teacher is a distinct 
benefit to the child. The idea is not to shorten, but to lengthen ; 
not to reduce, but to expand. ‘The effort everywhere is to keep 
pupils in school throughout the entire twelve or thirteen years 
of free public instruction. Even the vocational, continuation, 
and trade schools are for the purpose of extending the period of 
instruction, thereby securing a better preparation for life. 

To prepare for life without haste and without waste is the 
problem of the public schools. So far as details are concerned 
proper and adequate preparation for life rests upon a multitude 
of ever-changing conceptions, but its fundamental principles are 
stable and well defined. That a child should be profitably occu- 
pied up to the limit of his health and strength all the time he is 
in school, and upon subject matter suited to his nature and needs, 
is true for all time and at every stage of formal education. It 
is also true that there is as great a variety of tastes and aptitudes 
and individualities among children as there is among adults. It 
was upon this principle that former President Eliot of Harvard 
based his assertion that instead of seeking a uniform product the 
public schools should strive for a highly diversified product by 
emphasizing and encouraging the differences among children in- 
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stead of trying to suppress them. Another important and uni- 
versal principle is that every child is nervously tuned to a certain 
individual pitch. Mentally he is geared to a certain speed. Each 
child has his own natural rate of progress, and to hurry him 
beyond it or to allow him to drop below it is detrimental to his 
welfare. To claim that nine years is the ideal length of the ele- 
mentary school course for all pupils is manifestly absurd. To 
reduce it to eight years does not touch the real problem at all. 
The fact is that some pupils can and ought to complete the usual 
work of the grades in seven years. Probably the majority will 
naturally complete it in eight years. But there will remain a 
few who, because of illness, frequent changes of residence, un- 
fortunate environment, or other retarding influence will need nine 
years to properly complete the course. If possible, some arrange- 
ment should be made which will allow such pupils to remain in 
the grades nine years, and this without demotion, humiliation, 
or loss of self-respect. 

The plan which I wish to recommend, and which I hope 
parents will carefully consider and take advantage of, is as fol- 
lows. As our schools are at present organized, we have nine 
grades, and each grade is working in two divisions supposed to 
be about half a year apart. In other words we have eighteen 
distinct groups of children, and each group doing different work. 
It is easy to conceive of two or three children in any one of these 
divisions, strong, healthy, alert, and ambitious; pupils whose 
natural rate of progress exceeds the normal rate of the division. 
It is not long before such pupils are manifestly ahead of their 
respective divisions, at least in power, comprehension, and ability 
to work rapidly, if not in actual pages covered. They know it, 
the teacher knows it, and the other pupils know it. It is at this 
point—not in the ninth grade—that the danger of wasting or 
marking time occurs. About the worst thing that can happen to 
a child is to feel that he can keep up with his class without work- 
ing. The proper remedy is to individually promote such chil- 
dren to the next higher division. They may be a little behind at 
first, but they will be able to catch up in a short time. It would 
not be difficult for what is often called the super-normal child 
to gain a special or individual promotion once in every two years 
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or a little less. By so doing, he would complete the élementary 
course in seven years. It is safe to assume that the majority of 
pupils would gain at least two special promotions, and thus be 
able to finish in eight years. The few remaining children will 
require nine years, but only in very rare instances will one of them 
ever have been demoted. 

Such an arrangement is flexible enough to meet the needs of 
both the most favored and the least fortunate. No one is hur- 
ried. No one is permitted to loaf. All are kept moving at the 
rate of progress for which they are individually qualified. If a 
parent wishes his child to complete the work of the grades in 
seven or eight years instead of nine, the way is open, but he 
| should decide early and plan accordingly. The pupil must also 
apply himself accordingly. An individual promotion must be 
earned, not granted as a special favor. 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE AND EMPLOYMENT LAWS. 


Radical changes in the laws relating to school attendance and 
the employment of minors went into effect the first of September. 
A few of the most important requirements of the new laws may be 
of interest to parents. For lack of space all exceptions and de- 
tails are omitted. In a general way it may be stated that all 
children between seven and fourteen years of age, of sound mind 
and healthy body, are required to attend school all the time the 
schools are in session. 

A child between fourteen and sixteen years of age must either 
attend school or be regularly employed at least six hours per day. 
He is not free to loaf during these two years as formerly. Be- 
tween these ages he can not leave school to engage in profitable 
employment at home without the written permission of the super- 
intendent of schools. 

A minor between sixteen and twenty-one years of age, who 
can not read, write, and spell in the English language as pro- 
ficiently as pupils who have completed the fourth grade, cannot 
be lawfully employed unless he regularly attends evening school 
if one is maintained in town. 

The laws relating to employment are closely associated with 
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those relating to attendance. Some of the salient features of the 
former are as follows. 

The employment of all children under fourteen years of age 
is forbidden during school hours and before half past six in the 
morning or after six o’clock at night. The employment of children 
under fourteen years of age for wages is restricted to a very few 
occupations and to vacations, holidays, and to about two hours 
before school in the morning and two hours after it closes at night. 

No minor over fourteen and under twenty-one years of age, 
even if married, can be employed in “a factory, workshop, manu- 
facturing, mechanical or mercantile establishment’’ without first 
securing an employment certificate. 

Children between fourteen and sixteen, if employed “in fac- 
tories, workshops, manufacturing, mechanical or mercantile es- 
tablishments, barber shops, bootblack stands, public stables, 
garages, brick or lumber yards, telephone exchanges, telegraph 
or messenger offices, construction or repair of buildings, or in any 
contract or wage-earning industry in tenement or other houses 
may work not more than eight hours in any one day, six days in 
any one week and forty-eight hours in any one week, and may not 
work before 6.30 a. m. or after 6 p. m.” Between these ages 
minors must secure employment certificates in order to enter any 
one of the above occupations. 

Children under sixteen years of age are forbidden to operate 
or assist in operating dangerous machinery. ‘They shall not. be 
employed in a public bowling alley, pool or billiard room, “‘nor in 
stripping, assorting, manufacturing or packing tobacco.” 


USE OF STREET RAILWAY TICKETS. 


The improper use of pupils’ tickets has been called to our 
attention. The spirit and purpose of the law requiring street rail- 
way companies to carry school children at half the regular fare 
is to encourage and promote public education, not to aid private 
enterprise. The tickets are to be used only when going to and 
from school. Any other use of school tickets is ethically wrong, 
and in my opinion, legally wrong, also. It is not probable there 
have been many instances of the misuse of tickets during the past 
year, but it is a practice to be discouraged whenever discovered. 
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The injury to the child’s morals and modes of thinking is far 
greater and more serious than any loss which the railway companies 
are likely to suffer. It is for this reason chiefly that the matter 
is presented for the consideration of parents. 


THE CERTIFICATE PRIVILEGE. 


It will be of interest to the friends of the high school to 
know that it has been granted certificate privileges by the Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural College, the University of Maine, Simmons 
College, and the Worcester Polytechnic Institute. The signifi- 
cance of this is that our graduates may enter these institutions 
without examination. ‘Those wishing to enter other New Eng- 
land colleges will find the equipment of our high school ample 
enough, its course of study broad enough, and its instruction suf- 
ficiently scholarly and accurate to adequately prepare them for 
examinations. 


MAY DAY EXERCISES. 


Two years ago Miss Folsom kindly offered to teach some of 
the girls a few simple folk-dances at recess and after school. It 
proved to be a very pleasant form of recreation from the first. 
More girls became interested, and finally some of the boys wished * 
to participate. Folk-lore, folk-songs, and folk-dances have been 
conspicuous in the early life of all races, and they nautrally 
appeal very strongly to children. For many years a large portion 
of the reading matter used in the first three or four grades has 
consisted of folk-tales. Now folk-dances are coming into al- 
most equal prominence in many of the best schools. In view 
of these facts it seemed wise to encourage the growing interest 
of the children, and they were soon able to pass to more compli- 
cated exercises. Other teachers became interested and introduced 
folk-dances or other physical culture exercises calculated to de- 
velop poise, rhythm, and grace. The results were so satisfactory 
that a public exhibition was given in May, 1912, and it met 
with such general approval that a similar out-of-doors enter- 
tainment was presented last May. A few illustrations of these 
exercises accompany this report.

SENIORS HONORED BY WOMAN’S CLUB. 


The Quinshipaug Woman’s Club invited the two senior girls 
of the Milford, Hopedale, and Mendon high schools who had 
attained the highest rank in their respective classes to attend the 
meetings of the club during the season of 1912-13. In Hope- 
dale this distinction was earned by Carrie Durgin and Grace 
Dow. ‘The Club extended a similar invitation for the current 
season, and Marion Fisher and Madeleine Kelly are the recipients 
of the honor. This action on the part of the Woman’s Club is 
especially appreciated because of the advantages which it offers 
to worthy and ambitious pupils. 


CONCLUSION. 


Nothing has been written about the actual merits or de- 
merits of our schools, and it seems hardly fitting that I should 
either praise or criticize publicly. Whatever is good needs no 
praise, and whatever is bad should be corrected and not criticized. 
It is certain, however, that the teachers, both in the high school 
and grades, are, without exception, earnest and faithful. All 
are trying to promote the cause of education, to uplift children, 
and to be good citizens, and in my opinion they are succeeding. 

With growing appreciation for the dignity of our calling 
and an ever increasing esteem for everyone who lends a hand,

The trustees wish to impress upon the inhabitants of the 
town that a public library is the proper place in which to de- 
posit any manuscript or printed matter of any kind, whether 
book, pamphlet, report, notice, poster, handbill or newspaper, 
that contains any direct or indirect reference to Hopedale. If 
each citizen will bear this in mind, and do his share in the matter, 
the library will eventually contain a more complete history of our 
town than can be made in any other way. 

The trustees will furthermore welcome any suggestion that 
will in any way increase the usefulness of the library. : 
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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The Trustees of the Bancroft Memorial Library respect- 
fully submit the twenty-eighth annual report and the thirteenth 
from the present building. 

In accordance with the plan of the past six years, the report 
of the librarian follows, with all our statistics, to which we call 
your careful attention. 

It is said there are probably more successful people who 
have gotten more of their training from library books than from 
University courses, hence the importance of great care in the 
selection of books from our shelves. During the year we have 
added to our list of readers, Mrs. F. E. Ball; Mr. and Mrs. 
E. C. Burnham; Mr. F. J. Dutcher; and the Trustees wish to 
express to them their thanks for thus being willing to add to the 
efficiency of the library. 

Special attention is also called to the work with the schools, 
teaching as in the past the use of the library to many of the pupils, 
continuing the story hour during July and working with the grades 
which had special books to read during the vacation. Mrs. 
Edward L. Osgood met the various grades on September 19, and 
after a brief talk, presented the certificates which were earned and 
thirteen books which had been donated. 

An effort is being made among library workers “to educate 
people to read the better class of books; and the most produc- 
tive field of effort is to be found among the children, for the best 
time to teach is during the impressionable years of childhood. A 
small boy once asked a librarian for a book that would tell ‘how 
to educate and how to stay so.’ This is exactly the function of 
the public library; not only to educate people, but to keep them 
educated by giving them constantly the very best. It should be 
not so much a storehouse of knowledge as a distributing centre 
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of knowledge, treating all persons and all questions alike. To 
do this we must have proper facilities.” 

With the possibility of having one hundred and twelve new 
families in town within the coming year, added service may be 
required. Only because of unusual executive ability and ex- 
treme loyalty to our work on the part of our lbrarian, have we 
been able to do the work in the past with the very limited extra 
service we have employed. 

Mrs. Smith at South Hopedale continues her valuable work. 
The reduced circulation during the year is almost entirely ac- 
counted for by the fact that fewer magazines have been left at 
the main library to be given away, since many of these are used 
for general circulation at our branch, but by consulting the 
figures of our librarian we can readily see how much the privi- 
lege is appreciated by the people in that part of the town. 

It is interesting to note that of the 398 libraries in our com- 
monwealth we were the seventh in per capita circulation in 1911, 
that only six libraries throughout our whole state had a higher 
per capita circulation. . 

We have purchased a new typewriter, the old one, pre- 
sented by Mr. Edward L. Osgood in 1899 had become so much 
worn that satisfactory work could not be done upon it and we 
were able to make an exchange for the new one under most ad- 
vantageous financial conditions. 

We have been fortunate in the fact that we have received 
a gift of one thousand dollars from Lilla Bancroft Bracken, 
for which the Trustees desire to thus publicly express their 
thanks, in behalf of the citizens of Hopedale. The money is 
to be called the Sarah M. Whipple Fund, the income to be spent 
annually for books for children. This is given by Mrs. Bracken 
in grateful appreciation of the time and interest given by her aunt 
in reading to her and trying to cultivate in her a longing for 
good reading, which she feels will be of life-long benefit to her. 

Following the experiment tried in a library in Wisconsin, we 
have adopted the plan of giving a concert on a Victrola, the first 
Sunday in the month, during the months the library is open for 
reading. The concert is to be of the better class of music and 
is given at three o’clock one hour preceding the usual time of 
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opening the library for Sunday reading. Every one is cordially 
welcome. 
We respectfully recommend $3000 and the proceeds of the 
dog tax for the expenses of the coming year.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The librarian respectfully submits the seventh annual report: 

The year just ended has been, as a whole, the busiest the 
library has ever had—busiest in carrying out plans already start- 
ed, for little or nothing in the way of innovation has been at- 
tempted. 


CIRCULATION. 


During the first six months of the year our circulation was 
lower than in 1912, but a sufficient gain was made later to place 
the total, including the South Hopedale Branch, at 26,235 
volumes or 12.96 per cent. per capita, the largest in the history 
of the library, exceeding last year by 166 volumes, a gain of 
265 volumes at the main library and a loss 99 volumes at the 
Branch. 

At the main library there was an average circulation of 78 
books in each of the 306 week days it was open; at the Branch 
43 on each of the 52 days it was open. The per cent. of fiction 
circulated was 75 at the main library, 62 at the Branch. Of the 
entire fiction circulated at the main library 37 per cent. was the 
new or one week fiction. 

Periodicals have next to fiction the largest circulation. At 
the main library this was a little more than one-seventh as large. 
as fiction, at the Branch more than a half as large. 

The juvenile circulation at the main library was over 20 per 
cent. of the whole; at the Branch 12 per cent. of the whole. 

The entire circulation for the 39 Sundays was 83 books. 

The average circulation of each book in the library, not 
counting reference books, was 2.34 times each. 

While our circulation is one of the highest per capita in the 
State yet there are many books read in the reading room and 
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stacks of which no count can be taken, this is but one part of 
the large but necessarily unrecorded use made of the library. 


READING AND REFERENCE ROOMS. 


The reading room has been open the same number of days as 
last year, 306, and has had 7893 visitors. During the 22 Sundays 
of the regular five months’ opening there were 284 readers. As 
an experiment we opened the library for eight Sundays in June 
and July but the attendance, 47 in all, was too small to warrant 
continuing it longer. The total number of men using the read- 
ing room was 2140. 

The work in the reference room while unrecorded has left 
an impression of being more than the usual amount. [Each year 
we are able to serve an increasing number of people from sur- 
rounding towns because of the excellence of our reference col- 
lection, re-enforced by our files of bound magazines. 


Books. 


During the past year 399 volumes have been added to the 
library, of these more. than one-sixth were children’s books. 
Fifty-five books have been replaced by new copies and thirty-nine 
withdrawn. The books discarded because of wear have been 
given, as for several years past, to the Salvation Army. 

With the interest on the Bancroft Fund we have purchased 
the New International Year Book for 1912, Rand, McNally’s 
Library Atlas of the World, 2 volumes, and a complete set of 
Mark Twain in sheets to be bound to order. 

On Dec. 31, 1913, there remained $104.58 unexpended 
from the original $500, and accrued interest, given by the late 
Gen. Draper in 1900. During the year three volumes listed 
elsewhere, have been bought making 198 volumes purchased to 
date. 

We have bought ten books in German this year and John 
Foster Carr’s Guide to the United States for the Italian Im- 
migrant has been given, these are the additions to our necessarily 
small collection of books in foreign languages. 
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SouTH HOPEDALE BRANCH. 


Our successful Branch Library at the home of Mrs. A. F. 
W. Smith circulated 2271 books and has 89 card holders. The 
slight decrease in circulation, 99 books, is lost almost entirely 
in the periodical circulation, which is 93 volumes less this year 
than last. This is accounted for by the smaller number of mag- 
azines sent as gifts to the Branch, very few having been left at 
the main library, for use on the “give away table’ or at South 
Hopedale, as compared with previous years. A list of magazines 
regularly received at the Branch through paid subscription and 
the circulation by classes is given elsewhere. 


Work WITH CHILDREN. 


Mrs. Edward L. Osgood presented certificates in the assemb- 
ly hall of the Dutcher Street building to the five pupils from 
grades 6, 7 and 8, named below, who read and reported on at 
least three books from the prescribed lists. Grade VI, Letitia 
Doxey; Grade VII, George Quimby, Paul Cannon, Bessie 
Gaffney ; Grade VIII, Charles Hickey. 

Each Tuesday and Friday morning through July, a story- 
hour for Grades III and IV, and a reading-hour for Grade V, 
was held at the library. The attendance was most pleasing, 230 
children for the eight periods. The stories told were: Joan of 
Arc, Richard the Lion Hearted, Grace Darling, Dr. Greenfell 
and Helen Keller. The following list gives the names of child- 
ren present every time. Alice Miller, Anna Cannon, Letha Wil- 
liams, Donald Arey, Madeline Galloway, Edith Watson, Doris 
Hart, John Shepherd. An interested friend donated books so 
that Mrs. Osgood presented one to each pupil receiving a cer- 
tificate for reading or perfect in attendance at the story and read- 
ing hours. 


LocaL History COLLECTION. 


Again this year our collection has been increased through 
the kindness of Mr. F. J. Dutcher in giving copies of the 
Christmas programs for 1880-1881, program for the dedication 
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of the town hall, Citizen’s ticket ballot 1886, and a pamphlet, 
Non-resistance in relation to human governments. _ 
, At present this material has no systematic arrangement 
though carefully preserved, and with the present amount of 
routine work and assistance little more can be done. Extra ser- 
vice could be used to lasting advantage in putting this valuable 
material in permanent, classified form that could be easily con- 
sulted. , 

Mr. J. S. Henry has given us seven photographs of local 
interest to be added to our photograph album. 


EXHIBITS. 


The Library Art Club has sent twelve exhibits as follows: 
Fenway Court; Days near Rome I; Despots of Italy; Coal and 
coke; Walter Crane 1; Tyrol; Classic French Art; Joan of Arc; 

Buckingham Palace IV; Foods from Southern climes; Unger 
III; Bridges; Madonnas; Walter Crane II. 


REPAIRS. 


The card catalogue case which was nearly filled has been 
enlarged this year by the addition of eight new drawers. 

Our typewriter which had been in use for fourteen years 
was so badly worn that it was exchanged for a new one. 

The large leaded glass windows in the reference room were 
in such a state of disrepair that they were sent to the factory and 
the glass entirely reset. 

A ground wire in the electric lighting system had to be 
located and some new wiring and switch combinations installed. 

All these changes added to the regularly recurring yearly 
repairs account in detail for the amount spent this year out- 
side the ordinary running expenses.
